ANS HAVE BEST 
OF BIG BATTLE 


Check Austro-Germans; ; ‘Have Better 


of Positions 


London, July 7, 10.20 p.m.—By the 
employment of strong reinforcements 
the’ Russians . have .checked tho 
Austro-German advance towards the 
Lublin ‘railway which, if successful, 
seriously . imperil Warsaw. 
The Russians yesterday -claimcd to 
have inflicted a serious defeat on the 


_ Austro-German army in the' region 


of Krasnik, south of that railway, 


while Austrians tormight state .that 


“the: battle was invigorated by - the 
participation of strong Russian re- 
serves.’ 

So far as " commuinications are Con- 
corned, the Russians now “Ikive the 
advantage of positions, as they have 
a splendid system of railways behind 
them on which they can quickly 
move troops and guns to the threat- 
ened areas. This battle, ane of 
many since the Austro-Germans cum- 
menced their drive through Galicia, 
but accord- 
ing to dispatches neceived in Gereva 
from Austrian sources the Russians 
have thus far had the best of it, 
and agince Monday have irflicted very 
heavy losses on the invaders. These 
dispatches state that thousands of 
wounded are continually arriving in 
Lemberg, Przemsyl nd Jaroslav. 

The muob-heralded German . on- 
plaught in ‘the west thus far has 
been confined to the Woevre region, 
where the army of the German crown 
prince is on the offensive and making 
efforts to regain the ground which it 
lost to the French in April, when 
the latter attempted to force the 
withdrawal of what is known as the 
St. Michael wedge. The Germ\ns 
have won some trenches at the tip 
of the wedge, but at other points, 
according to French reports, they 
were repulsed with heavy losses. 


ARRAS IS IN FLAMES. 


Artillery combats continue from 
Arras to the sea, and it is stated 
tonight that as a result of the Ger- 
man bombardment Arras is in flames 
and its cathedral destroyed. The 
Germans jalso claim to have re-taken 
the trenches ‘which they lost to the 
British north of Ypres yesterday.

Fortunes: Made by Impostors Pretend 
Ing to be Doing Rellef Work 


An investigation into a number of 
so-called “charities” {n Paris. which 
have sprung up since the war started 
led to some astonishing results. One 
of these concerns was installed in: a 
German hotel in the French capital 
and was under the control of a secre: 
tary who had .come within the clutch. 
es of the law-on no fewer than eleven 
occasions. Two ladies of mature, age 
who ‘were without a penny at the 
time of mobilization to-day possess a 
fine motor car and a-private house, 
They were making something like 
$200 ‘per day, and this huge profit 
appears to have geen gained by spur- 
fous agencies for tracing missing sol- 
diers. .

As to his opponent’s allegation 
concerning the laying of the burden 
of proof of ‘his guilt on the accused 
in, cases of the infringement of tho 
act, the speaker remarked that if a 
Man comes into court accused “of 
murder the burden of proof rests on 
him to prove his right to have killed 
his victim. If it is proved a man 
sold liquor, it is up to him to, prove 
he had a right to do so. Te pro. 
vision of the aot dealing with this 
Matter, Mr. Spence stated, was tak- 
en entire from the Liquor License 
Act at present in force in the prov- 
ince. “By their fruits, ye shall know 
them’’ quoted the speaker from the 
Scriptures, ‘and such is the case with 
prohibition. In support of this as 
sertion, he quoted statistics for the 
last five years in local option towns 
in Ontario, where in only one case, 
that in 1912, did a dry municipality 
turn wet. 

At the beginning of this year 252 
municipalities were under local op- 
tion ; }243 the liquor men did not at- 
tempt to contest, and none they con- 
tested, losing out in all. 

Mr. Windle again took the plat- 
form, concluding, the debate. He ex- 
pressed' himself in favor of any meas 
ure against drunkenness, but not 
against drink. Drunkenness he class- 
ed in the same department as glut- 
tony. The act, he contended, cut off 
the retail liquor supply, making a 
wholesale supply possible. 

In conclusion, he urged his qudi- 
ence to vote against the measure as 
imjust to hotel men, brewers and 
wholesale dealers, unfair in its pro- 
visions and discriminations, unsound 
and fraudulent in principle, and futile 
as qg remedy for intemperance. 

Mayor Carswell called the meeting 
to a close with “God Save the 
King.’’
